ancontroulable Neceffity. : 

T look upon the Doétrine of abfolate Praedeftination in 
much the fame Light, though profefs'd by a different 
Sort of Men; for what isan eternal, irreverfible De- 
eree of EleBion, or Reprobation, but the old Hypothefis 
of the Fatalifts revived, to the great Scandal of Chrifti- 
anity, and, indeed, of any Religion, which propofes Re- 
wards and Punifbments, as Incentives to Virtwe and Dif- 
couragements to Vice? Iam fure, at leaft, that Preach- 
ing, Writing and Infiru&ion of all Kinds are not only 
vain, but ridiculous, if this Principle is true; for what 
can be more abfurd than any Attempts to reform Man- 
kind, if They are predetermined in all their AGions by 
a continued Chain of necef"ary Caufes, or an abfolute De- 
eree from all Eternity? And yet this.Principle, gion- 
ftrous as it is, feems to prevail more or lefs in all Reli- 
gions, now profefs’d in the World. 

There are others again, not much unlike the former Sort 
of Fatalifts, who feem to deny the Effence and intrinfick 
Merit of Virtue, by deducing it from Pride, Vanity and 








Nation, hath lately diftinguifed Himfelf on this Sub- 
ject, by an elaborate Sytem of Immorulity, and endea- 
voured to debafe mora/ Virtue into a meer Engine of 
State, contrived and put in Motion by the Craft of Law- 
givers and Politicians. 

_ The laft I thall mention are Thofe, who derive Vir- 
tue fram a nobler Source, and recommend it ta the Prac- 
tice ofMankind, as an Emanation of the divice Perfec- 
tion, or the original Law of Nature, implanted in our 
Hearts by the great Author of all Things, and aétuated 
by that glorious Principle of Self-love, which prompts 
us to do unto ethers as We would be done unto ourselves. 

As this Opinion is certainly moft for the Honour of the 
Deity and the Service of Mankind, fo it feems to be 
very rational in its felf; for I think We may difcover 
ftrong Marks of fuch a mutual Benevolence in the brute 
World, even amongft the fierceft Savages; and, if We 
may believe their own Confeflions, the moft profligate 
Wretches upon Earth feel fome Compunétion for injuring 
their Fellow-Creatures, when They give Themfelves 
Time to refleét, and examine their own Hearts. But even 
fuppofing this Opinion not true, it is certainly a glorious 
Error and ought to be cultivated, as the ftrongelt Ce- 
ment of Society, and the Band of all Religion, na- 
tural as well as revealed. 

I need not therefore trouble you with any farther Re- 
marks on thefe Speculations ; for even Thofe, who take 
the moft Pains to propagate them, and explode the di- 
vine Origin of Virtue, always profefs their Regard for 
the Thing itfelf, and often produce the Fruits of it in 
their Lives and Actions. Though Men are often feen to 
contend very furiovfly about their Opinions, yet ‘They 
make a widé Difference between Charges of Error in 
Judgment, and Accufations of Difbane/fys between Re- 
fisftions on their Underfandings, and Imputations on 
their moral Charaéers. The former are commonly forgi- 
ven, as foonas the Di{pute is over ; but no Man of Spirit 
Can bear the /efter without Marks of the utmoft Re 
fentment. 

The learned Mr. Osbcrne lately obferved, in Behalf ot 
his con Authority asa Writer, (which He modeftly faid 
was equal to any Man's in the Kingdom) that there are 
no Devrees of Honefty er Sincerity, as there are of Know- 
ledge and Powes i éwt that all hone Men ave EQUALLY

trary, both from facred and prophane Writers. I know 
very well what may be faid for it, in an abftraéted Way 
of Reafoning ; but fuch Argumentsare of very little Ufe 
upon practical Subjects; for unlefs He can prove that 


ment will be, that there hath not been fuch a Thing as 
an honef?. Man fince the World began ; at leaft, fiace the 
Fall of Adam. 
But I am willing to agree with Mr. Osborne that a// 
boneft Men are equally honeft in one Senfe ; or, vice ver/a, 
that a// difboneft Men are equally difkoneft; 1.mean that 
Virtue and Vice are juft the fame, both in the Eyes of 
God and Man, whether They happen to be wrapt up in 
Rags, or diftinguifli’'d with Robes and Ribbands; except- 
ing only with this Difference, that as a rich Man hath 
more Inducements to Virtue than ome in Want; fo his 
Vices are for that Reafon not only lefs excufeable, but in- 
finitely more detrimental to the Publick. 
As plain and demonftrable as this Propofition is, when 
brought to the Teft of Reafen and Argument; yet the 
Generality of the World are apt to form their Judgment 
of Men more from their per/onal Circumftances, than the 
Nature of their Aion: ; and We frequently fee one Man 
bitterly exclaim'd againft and doom’d to the fevereft Pu- 
nifhment, by the genetal Voice, for doing the fame 
Things, which are pafs’d over as meer Peccadilloes in a- 
nother, and fometimes meet with the higheft Applaufes, 
or Rewards. There is fomething more than Wit, or 
Pleafantry, in that Obfervation of our excellent Satirift ; 
little Villains muff fubmit to Fate, 

That great ones may enjoy the World in State. 
The higheft Offences, that any Man can be guilty of 
againft Society, are Rotdery and Murther; which are capi- 
tal by Law, in all civilizd Nations, and feldom patdon’d 
in petty Malefactors ; whereas, when an ambitious Tyrant 
takes a Fancy to his Neighbour’s Dominions, and puts 
his Defign in Execution with Fire and Sword, he is im- 
mediately flatter’d with the Charaéter of an Hero, and 
Rapine, Bloodfhed and Devaftation are fyled Aéts of For- 
titude and Magnanimity. But Names will not alter the 
Nature of Things, nor make that ju/f and honourable, 
which is really wicked and infamous, by whomfoever com- 
mitted. Alexander, Ce/ar, and moft of the great Con- 
querors, of old, were no better than Imperial Cut-throats, 
or Banditti, who robb’d and murther’d in Gangs, too 
ftrong to be oppos’d, and efcap’d the Gallows, which 
they deferv’d, by being above Law. 

It appears, indeed, from fome antient Writers that sis 
Rind of Robbery, with Power 9n its Side, was formerly 








vate Cafe, and deferve a feverer Punifhment ?—One, who 
would not ftick to take away the Lives of ianocent 
Men by falje Accufations, or ridiculous Plots, to Serve the 
Purpofes of Ambition, would certainly do the fame Thing 
at the Old Bailey, for a {mall Reward, and is full as bad 
as Fobn Waller. - A Minifter, who takes off ene un- 
popular Tax, m order to make Way for greater Inmpofitions 
on the People, is like a common Sweetener, who drops 
Money in the Street, on Purpofe to defraud a poor Coun- 
tryman, who picks it up. A Man, who will not 
fcruple to cheat the honeft Creditors of the Publick by 
Joam Bargains and Contraés, or concealing the true State 
of their Affairs, ands upon the fame Foot with a Bank- 
rupt, who defrauds his Creditors, by falfe Accounts, {e- 
creting his Effects, and fwearing through thick and thin. 
Do not fome of the late Managers of the charitable 
Corperation, in Point of moral Honey, make a much 
worfe Figure than common Pawn brokers, who do not 
pretend to cover their Extortions with any Pretence of 
Regard for the indu/friows Poor ? Where is the Dif- 
ference, exagpting their Stations, between One, who 
lately loft his Ears for endeavouring to make his Fortune 
by falje Deeds, and fome other Perfons, who would have 
poffefs'd Themfelves of a much larger Eftate by the fame 
Practices, if the Parliament had not very fealonably in- 
terpofed their Authority ? 

The Perfons, who are guilty of any fach A@tions, in 
publick Life, give us Reafon to fufpeét that they really 
look on Virtue and common Honefly as the Invention of 
Politicians, according to the Syitem before mentioned, 
which was defign’d only for ex/gar Uje, and ought to have 
no Influence upon Men in /ufericr Stations. 

I could extend thefe Remarks to a much greater Length, 
and illuftrate them with Exemples and Authorities, with- 
out Number; but I chuie to conclude, at prefent, with 
a Paflage from the CharaGer of an independent Whig, 
publithed in the lait Reign. . 

“ I can prove it, fays that Writer, that the whole le 
“ giflative Power of this Nation hath been, in former 
Reigns, engaged in gratifying a diabolical Paflion of ore 
Man ; and our Security and Liberties have been facri- 
ficed to Humour, or a Miltrefs. When a Minifter 
makes Flafte to be rich, the Service of his Country 
muft either lye flu, or go on no fafter than He gets by 
it. A whole People was finely employ’d, when they 
were labouring for the Pocket of One, who was be- 
traying Them at the fame Time. Moft Men are wil- 
ling to allow a great Offcer, if He would but care- 
fully cook the Nation's Money, to lick his own Fingers

I think, on the contrary, that a 
Man, who is truited with the Affairs of a whole Kingdom, 
and fo amply rewarded for his Pains, ought to make 
fome Returns to the Peop/e, and not content Himfelf with 
faying, or bidding his Advocate fay for Him, that He hath 
been a meer ac | in Porridge, and done Them neither 
Good nor Hurt. Perhaps, this Writer might judge from 
Experience, and think the People ought to be fatisfy’d, 
as Things go, with fuch megative Virtues; but I am 
afraid it will appear that a Man in ¢bis Station cannot 
maintain an exact Equilibrium in his Politicks. He mui 
do either Good, or Hurt ; and therefore {uch an Apology 
is only a modeft Way of giving Him up. 

We have likewife heard Diftinétions between a private 
Confeience and a publick Confcience; which is certainly 
very juft, if nothing farther is meant by it, than that 
a Mau in Power ought fometimes to ficrifice his private 
Opinions, as well as his private Intere?, to the pudlick 
Good; but when He difeovers evident Symptoms of 
a very bad pudlick Conjcience, 1 will never believe that his 
private Con/cience is found atthe Bottom; for what Rea- 
fons can We have to fuppofe that a Man, who plunders a 
whole Nation without Remorfe, would not, in a lower 
Sphere, pick a Pocket, or take a Purfe on the Road, if He 
had Courage enough for fuch an Undertaking ? If 
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any Minfer fhould attempt to corrupt the Parliament, 


by the Prefents of the Republick of Gensa, has forfaken 
the Interefts of the Cor/ficans, whofe Liberties are clipping 
even within the Rim in the Perfons of their Chi¢fi.—— 
Great Men are apt to Le blinded in this Manner, to give 
up the Liberties of an unhappy Preple; but We bape bis 
Imperial Maijefty coil/ think bis Honour concerm’d in this 
Affair of the Corficans, and tale off the Scales from this 
great Man’s Eyes.

Yelterday the Lord Chief Juftice 
Fyre and Mr. Juftice Price left this Place, in their Way 
to Nottingham, where the Ailizes began this Days A 
Tryal that fhould have come on the | :f& Aflizes was try'd 
this, viz. a Perfon in th's County, whofe Apprentice was 
fomewhat too froward, obliged his Mafter to ufe Seve 
rities, which he incre:fed to great Extremitiés, having 
canfed an Inftrument to be made, which was a Collar of 
Iron ri.eted about the Boy’s Neck, with four Fangs 
welded to it niany Inches long, turned at the Ends, with 
which the Boy was obliged to do his Bufinefs. It was 
depofed at Wie-’Fryal that he made the Boy wear it for 
a Week together, Day and Night, who, finding no Refi 
becaufe of this Yoke or Collar, went to a Shop and took 
a Chifel, hoping thereby to get his Collar off; fo fome- 
time before lait Lent Affizes, he took the Boy to a Juftice 
and likewife to a Judge at laft Lent Affizes, in order there- 
by to arraign him for Felony and Burglary; bet the 
Judge, hearing the Boy's Grievances, and feeing the Yoke, 
cul'd for the Mafter, who not appearing till this Affize, 
through good Fr ends and Moncy, hed his Fine redueed 
to 20! and the Smith for making the Yoke 51. for the 
Boy's Ule, at the Difcretion of the Parith. 

The Felony and Burg'ary charged againf{ the Boy, was 
taking the Chifel out of the Shop fo get off his Collar. 

Another Caule was try’d between two marry’d Neigh- 
bours for Felony, viz. the Man indiéted his Neighoour’s 
Wife for taking 13 Guineas and a half out of a Trunk ; 
but it appearing to be for /ecret Service, fhe was difchai- 
gel, and ordered a Copy of her Indiétment. 

One was condemn’d for ftealing a Mare, but repriev’d ; 
and three to be tranfported for feven Years. 

The Woman for poyloning her Husband, and the Huf- 
band for killing his Wife, are both acquitted. 

The Judges were at*Ockham, the County Town for 
Rutland, trom whence they came hither, where they 
had not one Caufe to try, to ie great Satistation of 
the Country, though not of the Lawyers. 

On 'Tucfday lai ended the Affi- 
res for this City, and County, when two Fellows were 
burnt in the Hand for Felony, and one Hall fentenced 
to ftand in the Pillory for Forgery. On Thurfday ended 
the Affizes for the County of Norfolk, which alfo pro- 
ved a Maiden-Affizes, for only two Men were burnt in 
the Hand 4or Felon;. 

Lewes, Aug.1z. On Tharfday fe’nnight the Hoerfe 
Races began here, when the King’s Plate of 1c01.

There were two Hor- 
fes ftaried. Mr. Sampfon’s Diumond and Loufe, and it was 
won by the former.

Value was ran for ; there were four ftarted, and it was 
won by Merry Ba// And this Day the 501. Plate was 
fin for by Mr. Rich’s Merry Tom, one of Sir Michael 
Newton's, Sir Robert Fagg’s, and a ftrange Horfe ; and 
tae Plate was won by Mr. Rich’s Merry Jom. ‘his Day 
the Races ended, which have forded very good Sport 
there being a great deal of very good Company ; and there 
was a‘ fine Ball for the Entertainment of the Genilemen 


and Ladies. 
LONDON, Auguft 19. 
On Saturday lait in the Evening Mr. William Cam- 
pion, Purler of the Williams, Copt. John Petre, from 








Smyma and Conftantinople, in the Service of the Hon. 
Turkey Company, arrived in Town, with the agreeable 
News of their fafe Agjyal off the North Foreland, 
in eleven Weeks from Smytha to Gibra'tar, where they 
touch’d, and in 23 Days from thence to England, being 
richly laden. 

By the Ockhim, Captain Jobfon, which arrived laf 
Week from Bombay, we hear, that Angria, the Py- 
rave of that Coaft, having equipt 13 Grabes and Calle- 
vats, with upwards of 1800 Men, put‘out to Sea, in 
order to have taken three rich Ships from Bengall, bound 
to Bombay, who were under Convoy of the Ockham ; 
the Grabes came up with the Fleet, and almoft clofe un- 
der the Ockham’s Stern, and with their Prow Guns 
kept a conftant Firing at the Ockam’s Mafts and Rig- 
ging, infomuch as to carry away the Fore Shrowds. The 
Ockham finding this, having no more than 67 Men, 
tacking about, fell in amongit the whole Fleet, and then 
could give them a Broadfide, which fhe followed clofely ; 
but the Night coming on, fhe lay by for the Morning, 
when the Pyrates feemed to give Sign of Battle; where- 
upon, the Ockham ftanding to with a fyir Wind, prepa- 
red for engaging them afrefh, when Angria’s Fleet ran 
away, with the Lofs of 70 Menkill’d, and 30 wounded, 
whom Angria, when they were got into Callaby, burnt 
as a Sacrifice ; and a few Days after, putting out to Sea, 
they fell in with the Rofe Galley, Capt. Thorp, whom 
they took, and made them all Prifoners. 

The Walpole, Capt. Boddim, put into Cochin the 13th 
of laft February, bound from Bengail to Judda and Mo- 
cha. There was a Famine at Surat. 

"On Saturday laft the Aflizes ended at Kingflon for the 
County of Surrey, before the Right Hon. the Lord Ray- 
mond and Mr. Baron Carter, when the four following 
Peifons received Sentence of Death, and were order’d for 
Execution, viz. Philip Parker, for Horfe-ftealing ; John 
Eddins and William Welch, for Houfe-breaking ; and Ed- 
ward Lant for a Robbery on the Highway : Six were caft 
for Tranfportation ; and sour, who were convicted for 
Death |. ft Affizes and repriev’d, are now order’d to be 
tran{fported for fourteen Years : Five were burnt in the 
Hind, among them Jane J hnfon, alics Bell, who was alfo 
order’d to hard Labour for a ‘I'welvemonth for her Imper 
tinence in laughing at the Court after fhe was burnt in the 
Hand: One was whipt. 

At the faid Affizes a Trial came on, on the Nifi Prius 
Side, before the Right Hon. the Lord Raymond, be- 
tween one Diner, a Whecler of Esher in Surrey, Plain- 
tif, and Mr. Harveft. a Brewer of Kingflon, Defendant, 
oa an Adtion for Damages brought by the Plaintiff againit 
the Defendant, for ordering his Servant to cut him, which 
he accordingly did in fo violent a Manner that he loft the 
Ufe of his Arm: The Cafe was thus ; Mr. Harveft going 
home to Kingfton one Evening, the Plaintiff being drunk, 
came up to-him on Hor‘eback, and would drink with 
him’ but Mr. Harveft bid him defiit and go about his 
Bufinefs, which he refufing, Mr. Harvelt order’d his Man 
tocut him or fhoot him: It was try’d by a fpecial Jury 
of Gentlemen of the County, and after a Trial which 
lafted foar Hours, the Jury went out ami brought in a 
Verdiét of 400). for the Plaintiff. 

Information is given toa Jultice of the Peace againft 
two Watermen for a Rape on a Girl of between 15 and 16. 
The Particulars are, That laft Week, about Six o” Clock 
the Girl went to Hungerford Stairs, and took a Scullar, 
and direéted him to the Old Swan ; as foon as he put from 
Shore, he went towards Stangate; fhe ask’d where he was 
carrying her, he reply’d, lie would only take in a Paffen- 
ger at Stangate, and go away ; at Stangate he drank with 
another Waterman, and loiter’d about till eight o’ Clock ; 
the Girl was vaitly uneafy, and frequently begg’d of him 
to go with her; at laft he put off, and the Waterman he 
took in at Stangate row'd, and he fat down till they got 
in the Middle of the Thames, when he got the Gil 
down, ftopt her Mouth with h's Hand, and ravifh’d he:
